Humbug! 


The brouhaha over December 
21, 2012 as the end of days re¬ 
minds me of my stock answer 
I would give to vacationers to 
Aruba when asked about shark 
attacks, “It is good for selling 
movie tickets but has little to 
do with reality.” 

Anyone with concerns and 
Internet access, (and who does¬ 
n’t have both these days?) can 
find instant relief with a few 
seconds of research. Though 
many religious fanatics who 
would welcome the end of days 
tout the Mayan “Long Calen¬ 
dar” as proof of its arrival, re¬ 
spected Mayan scholars 
debunk the entire concept that 
it is indicative of the arrival of 
cataclysmic events, and flatly 
state “the idea the world ends 
in 2012 misrepresents Maya 
history and culture.” 

Those looking to reinforce 
their world-ending beliefs state 
the alignment of celestial bo¬ 
dies will precipitate such 
events; however, astronomers 
and other scientists have re¬ 
jected this as pseudoscience, 
stating it is contradicted by 
simple astronomical observa¬ 
tions. 

Harold Camping has pre¬ 
dicted the end of the world 
more than once this past year 
alone and surprise! It didn’t 
happen.. .but he did make quite 
a profit on it. One really has to 
wonder about all these people 
so eager to believe the end of 
life as we know it is coming. 
Are their lives really that terri¬ 
ble? So many are not poverty 
stricken or homeless, or have 
experienced true tragedy, and 
yet they are so ready for this 
world to end; why? 

The finish of the Mayan 
Long Calendar, when taken in 
context of their culture, is a nat¬ 
ural progression of civilization, 
according to Mayan scholars, 
and not what is asserted by 
those with eschatological be¬ 
liefs.

"There will be another 
cycle," said E. Wyllys Andrews 
V, director of the Tulane Uni¬ 
versity Middle American Re¬ 
search Institute. "We know the 



Maya thought there was one 
before this, and that implies 
they were comfortable with the 
idea of another one after this.” 

We do live in a world in tur¬ 
moil at present; however we 
need to look to ourselves and 
our actions to find the cause of 
the problems, not point at a cal¬ 
endar that is thousands of years 
old and declare these troubles 
are “pre-destined.” There is a 
saying, “If you only talk about 
problems, you will only have 
problems; talk about solutions 
and you will have solutions.” 
This pretty much sums up how 
one can face life - you can be a 
complainer and do nothing, or 
get pro-active and do what is 
needed to overcome obstacles.

Answer is “yes”. Do you have 
to wait for almost “forever”? 
The answer is “no”. 

Unfortunately many people 
complain that they have to wait 
too long to get an answer from 
the government. So what they 
do is start the construction 
without permission. Is this per¬ 
missible?

Labour Party (PvdA) leader 
Job Cohen says he will seek 
confrontation with Geert 
Wilders’ Freedom Party in the 
coming year.

Could Obama pay a price if Iraq spirals? 


HONOLULU (AFP) - Fears 
that Iraq will spiral into insta¬ 
bility and slip under Iran’s 
sway may foreshadow an elec¬ 
tion year row over President 
Barack Obama’s core political 
achievement: ending the war. 

Obama, currently on vaca¬ 
tion in Hawaii, built his politi¬ 


cal career on early opposition 
to the 2003 US invasion, cap¬ 
turing a public mood which 
helped propel him to the White 
House five years later. 

So when he brought the last 
US soldiers home this month, 
he touted a promise kept in ex¬ 
tricating the United States 


from what critics see as a 
grand folly.

rity judgment. 

’’The question of the mo¬ 
ment is not: ’Who lost Iraq? 
but rather, Is Iraq definitely 
lost?” wrote Frederick and 
Kimberly Kagan in the 
Weekly Standard. 

”It certainly seems so.” 

Frederick Kagan was an ar¬ 
chitect of the surge strategy 
enacted by president George 
W. Bush which, if it did not 
provide the United States ’’vic¬ 
tory” in Iraq, allowed US 
troops to leave without the 
stigma of defeat. 

Obama argued that Ameri¬ 
can sacrifices forged an Iraq 
that was ’’sovereign, stable, 
and self-reliant.” 

But recent violent attacks, 
signs of revived sectarianism, 
a fragile governing coalition 
and fears of growing authori¬ 
tarianism on the part of Prime 
Minister Nuri al-Maliki have 
challenged that view. 

In a New York Times op-ed 
Thursday, leading members of 
the Iraqiya bloc accused Ma- 
liki of hounding Sunni oppo¬ 
nents. 

’’The prize, for which so 
many American soldiers be¬ 
lieved they were fighting, was 
a functioning democratic and 
nonsectarian state,” they 
wrote. 

’’But Iraq is now moving in 
the opposite direction — to¬ 


ward a sectarian autocracy that 
carries with it the threat of 
devastating civil war.” 

So if Iraq tips into the mire, 
will Obama’s eventual Repub¬ 
lican opponent in next No¬ 
vember’s election have reason 
to bash his commander-in- 
chief spurs? 

Or will Americans credit 
their president with getting 
American troops out of the 
deepening maelstrom and out 
of harm's way? 

Republican hawks imply 
Obama has squandered the 
legacy of the nearly 4,500 US 
troops who fell in the Iraq war. 

"All of the progress that 
both Iraqis and Americans 
have made, at such painful and 
substantial cost, has now been 
put at greater risk,” Republi¬ 
can Senator John McCain said 
in December. 

Republican presidential 
front-runner Mitt Romney at¬ 
tacked Obama in a recent in¬ 
terview with Fox News 
Sunday, saying that the with¬ 
drawal was "precipitous” and 
that up to 30,000 US troops 
should have been left behind. 

Top Obama administration 
officials dismiss the idea that a 
residual US force would have 
increased US leverage in Iraqi 
politics.

Jamaica's first female prime 
minister and the leader of 
the left-leaning People's Na¬ 
tional Party (PNP) Portia 
Simpson Miller. 

KINGSTON (AFP) - Jamaica’s 
leading opposition People’s 
National Party has won a land¬ 
slide election in a vote driven 
by concerns about crime, cor¬ 
ruption and poverty on the pic¬ 
turesque Caribbean island. 

Preliminary results late 
Thursday indicated the left¬ 
leaning party had won 41 out 
of 63 constituencies, giving it 
a resounding majority and 
showing the door to Andrew 
Holness, 39, the country’s 
youngest-ever prime minister. 

Within hours of polls clos¬ 
ing, local media had called the 
PNP’s victory, and PNP leader 
Portia Simpson Miller, the des¬ 
ignated prime minister, deliv¬ 
ered an acceptance speech 
vowing greater transparency. 

’’You will know everything. 
We will never hide anything 
from you. Now you have a 
government you can trust," she 
told jubilant supporters. 

Miller, who became the 
first female prime minister in 
2006 but narrowly lost a re- 
election bid the next year, 
promised a "partnership with 
you, the Jamaican people, a 
partnership with the private 
sector, the media and civil so¬ 
ciety." 

She said Holness — of the 
center-right Jamaica Labor 
Party (JLP) — had called ear¬ 
lier to concede defeat and offer 
his congratulations, describing 
his mood as "gracious." 

In an interview carried live 
on national radio and televi¬ 
sion, Holness said his party 
would start campaigning for 
the next election — due in five 
years — "tomorrow morning." 

Turnout was high in the 
palm-fringed former British 
colony of three million — the 
birthplace of reggae icon Bob 
Marley — where voters’ chief 
concerns were crime, corrup¬ 
tion and unemployment. 


And Marina Ottaway, of the 
Carnegie Endowment for In¬ 
ternational Peace, said the 
view that troops equals influ¬ 
ence was false. 

"Even at the height of the 
surge, when we had more than 
140,000 US troops in Iraq, the 
US was never able to force or 
convince the Iraqi politicians 
to do things that they didn't 
want to do," she said. 


The Obama administration 
notes that it took months for 
Iraqi leaders to form a coali¬ 
tion after 2010 elections, so 
political dislocation is nothing 
new. 

And they argue that attacks 
in Iraq — like the blasts that 
killed more than 65 people last 
week — were a common oc¬ 
currence even when large 
numbers of US troops were 


there, so cannot be pinned on 
the US departure. 

Even if Iraq does badly de¬ 
teriorate, it is unclear whether 
Americans will blame for the 
legacy of a war that was so po¬ 
litically divisive. 

And even hawks do not ad¬ 
vocate sending US troops back 
into Iraq. 

"The only real issue that 
people care about is the econ¬ 


omy," said Ottaway. 

"Americans have long since 
put the Iraq war behind them. 
Nobody wants to hear about it." 

In a Zogby poll in Septem¬ 
ber, 74 percent of Americans 
asked said the US withdrawal 
was a positive development, 
compared to 13 percent who 
disagreed, suggesting that for 
now at least, Obama is on 
solid political ground.

675 Pakistan 'honour killing* 
victims: commission 


Health Tip: 

Opt for a Healthy 
Weight-Loss Plan 


ISLAMABAD (AFP) - At 
least 675 Pakistani women and 
girls were murdered during the 
first nine months of the year 
for allegedly defaming their 
family's honour, a leading 
human rights group said this 
week. 

The statistics highlight the 
scale of violence suffered by 
many women in conservative 
Muslim Pakistan, where they 
are frequently treated as sec¬ 
ond-class citizens and there is 
no law against domestic vio¬ 
lence. 

Despite some progress on 
better protecting women's 
rights, activists say the govern¬ 
ment needs to do far more to 
prosecute murderers in cases 
largely dismissed by police as 
private, family affairs. 

"A total of 675 women and 
girls were killed in the name of 
honour across Pakistan from 
January to September," a sen¬ 
ior official in the Human 
Rights Commission of Pak¬ 


istan told AFP. 

They included at least 71 
victims under the age of 18. 

The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause he is unauthorised to 
speak to the media, said fig¬ 
ures were still being compiled 
from October to December, 
and that a full report would be 
released in February. 

The Commission reported 
791 honour killings in 2010 
and there was no discernible 
decrease this year, the official 
added. 

Around 450 of the women 
killed from January to Septem¬ 
ber were accused of having "il¬ 
licit relations" and 129 of 
marrying without permission. 

Some victims were raped or 
gangraped before being killed, 
he said. At least 19 were killed 
by their sons, 49 by their fa¬ 
thers and 169 by their hus¬ 
bands. 

Rights groups say the gov¬ 
ernment should do more to en¬ 


sure that women subject to vi¬ 
olence, harassment and dis¬ 
crimination have effective 
access to justice. 

Ali Dayan Hasan, Pakistan 
director at Human Rights 
Watch, told AFP that the state's 
inability to enforce rule of law, 
leaving matters in the hands of 
tribesmen and local elders, was 
a major factor. 

"We have a system in Pak¬ 
istan where the state and judi¬ 
cial recourse are absent and the 
vacuum is filled by local eld¬ 
ers," he said. 

"A combination of legal re¬ 
forms, exercise of administra¬ 
tive authority and social 
awareness can greatly help 
check the honour killings," he 
added. 

Earlier this month, a Belgian 
court sentenced four members 
of a Pakistani family to prison 
for the murder of their daugh¬ 
ter and sister, who defied them 
by living with a Belgian man 
and refusing an arranged mar¬ 
riage.

RIM share of US smartphone 
market slips 


(AFP) - BlackBerry maker 
Research In Motion's (RIM) 
share of the US smartphone 
market declined during the 
three months ending in No¬ 
vember, while Apple and 
Google's Android platform 
both made gains, industry 
tracker comScore said. 

Android was the top smart¬ 
phone platform with a 46.9 
percent share of the US mar¬ 
ket at the end of November, up 
from 43.8 percent. 

Apple's market share also 
rose during the period — by 
1.4 percentage points to 28.7 
percent. 

Microsoft, meanwhile, saw 
its share of the smartphone 
market fall to 5.2 percent from 
5.7 percent. 

The industry tracker said 
234 million Americans were 


using mobile devices and 91.4 
million were using smart¬ 
phones. 

Samsung remained the top 
handset manufacturer in the 
United States with 25.6 per¬ 
cent of US mobile subscribers 
at the end of November,up 
from 25.3 percent at the end of 
August. 

LG was next with 20.5 per¬ 
cent, down from 21.0 percent, 
followed by Motorola with 
13.7 percent, down from 14.0 
percent. 

Apple's share of US mobile 
subscribers rose to 11.2 per¬ 
cent from 9.8 percent while 
RIM saw its market share drop 
to 6.5 percent from 7.1 per¬ 
cent. 

RIM has been struggling in 
recent months and has been 
the subject of persistent 
takeover speculation.

Madrid to New Yorks 

the year of Western protest 



NEW YORK (AFP) - From 
Spain’s ’’indignados" protest¬ 
ers to Occupy Wall Street, 
2011 was the year when peo¬ 
ple power, fueled by frustra¬ 
tion at a deepening financial 
crisis, confronted the Western 
world’s elites. 

Initially it was the drama in 
North Africa that gripped the 
world, starting with Tunisians 
ousting president-for-life Zine 
El Abidine Ben Ali, then 
sweeping unstoppably — and 
increasingly bloodily 
through Egypt, Libya, Syria 
and Yemen. 

But unrest, albeit non-vio¬ 
lent, was also erupting on the 
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rich side of the Mediterranean 
as Europeans, copied later by 
Americans, lost patience with 
soaring unemployment, finan¬ 
cial chaos and governments’ 
inability to find a solution. 

By the end of the year Time 
magazine would ditch its sin¬ 
gular ’’person of the year" for 
the collective protester, declar¬ 
ing "a contagion of protest." 

Greeks had already begun 
large-scale demonstrations in 
2010 against austerity meas¬ 
ures meant to save their col¬ 
lapsing economy. 

Then on May 15 this year, 
Spaniards sparked a new 
phase by launching the "indig- 
nados" or outraged movement 
against youth unemployment 
and budget cuts, but also polit¬ 
ical corruption — a theme that 
struck a chord with voters 
across the West. 

Tent camps sprang up and 
the Puerta del Sol area in 
Madrid saw huge demonstra¬ 
tions, peaking in June with a 
gathering of 200,000 people. 

As in subsequent protests 
around the world, the leaders 
were university-educated 
youths inspired by the Arab 
uprisings and making heavy 
use of social networking tools 
like Twitter and Facebook. 


Similar protests 
began in Greece 
on May 25, where 
demonstrators 
camped in the 
center of Athens 
to highlight crip- 
I pling national debt 
and a crisis of 
confidence in 
elected officials. 

When a hitherto 
unknown move¬ 
ment called Oc¬ 
cupy Wall Street 
set up camp in 
New York in Sep¬ 
tember — again, fronted by 
young, media-savvy activists - 
- it pronounced itself the latest 
link in a single chain. 

"Arab Spring, European 
Summer, American Fall," the 
OWS slogan proclaimed. 

Unlike the desperate strug¬ 
gles against dictators in the 
Arab world, protests in Europe 
and the United States were 
largely bloodless. 

But there was plenty of des¬ 
peration at the apparently 
growing divide between ordi¬ 
nary people and their political 
or financial rulers. 

Britain experienced dra¬ 
matic unrest of a different sort 
in August — rioting and looting 
by youths communicating via 
Twitter in London and other 
cities. 

To this day there is little 
consensus on whether the 
mobs were criminal or were, 
in their own way, expressing 
discontent at the elite’s grip. 
What that heated debate has 
exposed, however, is that 
anger at the financiers and 
their political allies is wide¬ 
spread. 

And not just in Britain. 

September saw 400,000 
people march through Tel Aviv 


and other Israeli cities, while 
Occupy Wall Street in New 
York inspired copycat camps 
across the United States, in 
neighboring Canada, London 
and as far away as Sydney. 

Although relatively small, 
the US protests ended up at¬ 
tracting the most attention, 
coming at a time when the 
media and politicians were 
gearing up for the 2012 presi¬ 
dential campaign. 

Ingenious use of social net¬ 
working tools and attention- 
grabbing actions, such as 
noisy marches around the New 
York Stock Exchange, helped 
spread a message encapsulated 
in the slogan "Banks got 
bailed out, we got sold out." 

The OWS movement was 
widely criticized for an ab¬ 
sence of clear demands and it 
lost some steam after a string 
of mayors, including in New 
York, evicted the tent camps. 

However, the movement’s 
overall claim to represent "the 
99 percent" against the super 
rich "one percent" won broad 
support in polls and has already 
changed the national debate. 


Campaigning in Kansas a 
few weeks ago, President 
Barack Obama spoke very 
much like an OWS protester 
himself. 

"For most Americans, the 
basic bargain that made this 
country great has eroded," 
Obama said. "Those at the 
very top grew wealthier from 
their incomes and investments 
than ever before." 

According to a new report 
by the Organization for Eco¬ 
nomic Cooperation and Devel¬ 
opment, the gap between the 
rich and poor is the biggest for 
30 years worldwide, led by 
countries as diverse as Mexico 
and Britain. 

With significant protests 
against the status quo bubbling 
up in Russia and China just as 
the year closed out, it seems 
that refrain about the 99 per¬ 
cent versus one percent won't 
die away soon. 

"Loathing and anger at gov¬ 
ernments and their cronies be¬ 
came uncontainable and fed 
on itself," as Time magazine 
put it in honoring the unrest.

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French health insurer fiIes implants complaint 



PARIS (AFP) - France's state 
health insurance fund has filed 
a fraud complaint against a 
company that sold hundreds 
of thousands of allegedly 
faulty breast implants around 
the world. 


It also emerged Friday 
that the firm's founder 
and his children were in 
the process of creating a 
new company to take 
over the operations of 
the now-defunct Poly 
Implant Prothese (PIP) 
when the implant scan¬ 
dal erupted. 

Prosecutors in Mar¬ 
seille said the National 
Health Insurance Fund 
(CNAM) had filed the com¬ 
plaint for aggravated fraud 
after French authorities ad¬ 
vised 30,000 women to have 
their PIP implants removed 



because of an increased risk of 
rupture and agreed to pay for 
the procedure. 

The prosecutors' office said 
the case being taken by the 
CNAM would allow it "to 
eventually demand compensa¬ 
tion", adding that its com¬ 
plaint would be jointly 
investigated with others. 


Prosecutors in Marseille, 
near PIP's laboratory at 
Seyne-sur-Mer on the 
Mediterranean, have received 
more than 2,500 complaints 
from French women who re¬ 
ceived the implants and are 
pursuing a criminal investiga¬ 
tion. 

Officials had earlier said the 
cost of removing the implants 


could reach 60 million euros 
($78 million) and that the state 
would seek compensation. 

Between 300,000 and 
400,000 women in 65 coun¬ 
tries from Europe to Latin 
America have received im¬ 
plants made with sub-standard 
silicone gel by PIP, once the 
world's third-largest producer 
of silicone implants.

"Those expecting India's 
much-vaunted batting line-up 
to give Australia a run for 
their money were disap¬ 
pointed when Dhoni and Co 
surrendered without even 
putting up a semblance of a 
fight," the paper wrote. 

Former India paceman 


Javagal Srinath said the 
tourists could fight back. 

"Saddled with the reputa¬ 
tion of being poor starters 
overseas, India did precious 
little to rectify the anomaly in 
the Melbourne Test," he 
wrote in the Hindustan 
Times. 

"Barring England, where 
nothing went right for them, 
India have bounced back 
after first-Test losses. There 
is no reason, given the expe¬ 
rience and quality of the 
India batting, why they can't 
do so again in Sydney."

Capello urges UEFA to 
act on player poaching

(AFP) — England coach 
Fabio Capello says UEFA 
must act to stop top European 
clubs poaching young play¬ 
ers from other sides and 
wants the European govern¬ 
ing body's head Michel Pla¬ 
tini to stem the tide. 

Capello is concerned rich 
top sides are creaming off 
youngsters for their own 
academies after their home 
clubs have made the initial 
investment in training them. 

"More players are being 
bought when they are very 
young by richer teams be¬ 
cause if a family receives an 
offer for their son that will 
bring a lot of financial sup¬ 
port, they will be willing to 
move abroad and change 
their living habits," said 
Capello. 


"It's a fine line and a rule 
needs to be put in place be¬ 
cause clubs are scouting all 
over the world and stealing 
players from each other," 
Capello added. 

"I think Uefa should pass 
new rules to allow clubs to 
reap the reward from the seed 
that has been sowed instead 
of seeing their talents leave 
when the player receives a 
major offer," he said. 

"I have spoken to Platini, 
and I am sure that in the fu¬ 
ture clubs will be forbidden 
to steal players away when 
they are still very young," 
Capello, attending the Dubai 
International Sports confer¬ 
ence, was quoted as saying 
by newspaper thenational.ae. 

Capello noted that the 
issue is not just one which 
exists at club level but also 
international level. 

When England crashed 
out of the World Cup to Ger¬ 
many last year the German 
side contained a dozen play¬ 
ers who could have repre¬ 
sented a different country, 
including star man Mesut 
Ozil - of Turkish origin - and 
strikers Miroslav Klose and 
Lukas Podolski, who could 
have played for Poland. 

Neither Turkey nor 
Poland, shorn of such poten¬ 
tial talents, qualified for the 
World Cup.

PARIS (AFP) - Italian Carlo 
Ancelotti was on Friday 
named the new coach of Paris 
Saint-Germain on a two-and- 
a-half year deal, but former 
England captain David Beck¬ 
ham has still not committed 
to the big-spending Qatar- 
backed French club. 

The 52-year-old former 
AC Milan and Chelsea boss 
takes over from Antoine 
Kombouare, who stepped 
down earlier Friday, and his 
first competitive game will 
be a French Cup last-64 tie 
away to Brittany amateur 
outfit Locmine on January 8. 

Ancelotti is now in place 
to fly out to the Middle East 
with the first-team squad on 
Sunday for a four-day win¬ 
ter training camp in Qatar 
and Dubai. 

It has been reported that 
Ancelotti, twice a Champi¬ 
ons League winner in his 
time with Milan, would be¬ 
come the best-paid coach in 
the history of the French 
game with an annual salary 
of between six and seven 
million euros ($7.8m-$9m). 

Ancelotti - who won the 
Champions League twice 
both as a player and as a 
coach with AC Milan - an¬ 
nounced former France in¬ 
ternational midfielder 
Claude Makelele, who 
played at PSG till retiring at 
the end of last season, 
would be his assistant. 

Beckham's agent on Fri¬ 
day denied media reports 
that the former Manchester 
United star - whose main re¬ 
maining ambition is to play 
for the British football team 
in next year's London 
Olympics - had signed for 
the Parisian club. 

"There is no agreement 
with PSG at this time, an 
offer does not make a con¬ 
tract, we continue to hold 
negotiations with a number 
of clubs," 19Management 
said in a statement released 
by the SEMP public rela¬ 
tions company.

If you don't 
have any confidence, you 
shouldn't be here," said line¬ 
backer Bradie James. "We're 
confident. It's win or go 
home." 

However, the Cowboys 
have lost four of their past 
five against the Giants. 

And the last time the 
Cowboys were in a similar 
situation, in 2008, they 



played the Eagles in Philadel¬ 
phia with the last NFC wild 
card berth at stake Philadel¬ 
phia won 44-6. 

The Giants have plenty of 
confidence as well. 

"If we play a complete 
game from beginning to end, 
we'll pitch a shutout. That's 
our goal," linebacker Mathias 
Kiwanuka said. 

The AFC North and AFC 
West division titles will also 
be decided Sunday, along 
with an AFC wild card spot. 

In the AFC North, Pitts¬ 
burgh and Baltimore are both 
assured of playoff berths, but 
one will emerge as division 
champions one as a wild card. 

Pittsburgh face a Cleve¬ 
land team already eliminated 
from playoff contention. 

The Ravens face Cincin¬ 
nati, who can claim a wild¬ 
card slot with a win.
